Of The Social 
Service Centre 


: Hls Excellency the Governor, Sir 
Geoffry Northcote, was present at the 
annual meeting of the Social Service’ 
Centre of the Churches at St John’s 
Hall yesterday. Hon. Mr R.A, C. 
North, Secretary for Chinese Affairs, 
presided. . 
Review of Year 

Reviewing .the activities ‘of the 
Centre, Miss N. E. Eliot sald in part: 

Much of our time, os in the 
previous year, has been given to 
worl: of an emergency character; but 
there has been also an increasing 
number of appeals for help from local 
people who are our first responsibill- 
ty. One of the most distressing parts 
of. this is the appeal comes so often 
from applicants who heave been in 
much better circumstances and who 
find it diMcult to ask for relief, For 
such the latter is most frequertly 
@iven in the form of small loans and 
it fs encouraging to note that a num- 
ber of these lonns are :refunded as 
soon as thelr circumstances improve. 

——Wer-have been appalled, specially of 
late, at the increased number of 
those who show signs “of under- 
nourishment and weakness.. We have 
had ‘many at the pofnt of starvation 
and many times have had to call in 
the ambulance to convey them to the 
hospital for immediate attention. In 
the cage of starving children we can 
now meet the need on the spot, hav~ 
Ing been given or electric hot plate. 
Through the kindness of this friend, 
hot milk or gruel can now be given 
to such special cases, 

We welcome any new move that 
is now being made to regulate the 
prices of fuel ard of the staple food 
of these underprivileged people, 
realising that in this way ‘such dire 
need will be In great mensure re- 
Neved. 

The increase this year of over 2,500 
applicants is partly duc, we feel, to 
the recently enforced Immigration 
Control Ordinance which has made 
mary unwilling to be repatriated so 
that they are still our concern and 
responsibility, 

This has added considerably to.the 
volume of our work but the move 
iuto our now offlee where now we 
have adequate space, light and oir 
has made the handling of such large 
numbers much ‘casler, We ora very 
grateful to the Governmert for this 
very necessary provision on thelr

Dean Wilson’s Address

Between them they have captured 
every olf title in the world Worth 
capturing.

In thls they took 27 
of the malor competitions out of 50, 
and.in 1930 they made a clean sweep 
Jones’ winning the British and 
American Opens and Amateurs, and 
Tommy Armour the American P.G.A, 


Four times in that decade, Walter 
Hagan won, the British Open, Bobby 
Jones took It three tlmes, and in 
1931 and 1932 the winners were 
Armour nnd Snrazen. 


Jones took the British Amateur in, 


1930, but his record for. the Ameri- 
van Amateur covers five ycars—1024, 
1925, 1927, 1028, 1930.

_ . Review of Year 

Reviewing the activities of the 
Centre, Miss N. E. Fliot said in part: 

Much of our time, as in the 
previous. year, has been given to 
work of an emergency character; but 
there has been also an increasing 
number of appeals for help from ocat 
people who are our first responsibill- 
ty.” One of the most distressing parts 
of this Js the appeal comes so often 
from applicants who have been in 
much better circumstances and who 
find it diMicult to asic for relief. For 
such the latter is most frequertly 
given in the form of small loans and 
it fs encouraging to note that a num- 
ber of these lonns are refunded os 
soon as thelr circumstances improve. 

We have been appalled, specially of 
-late;—at—the —increased— number—of 
those who show signs of under- 
‘nourishment and weakness, 
had many at the point of starvation 
and many times have had to call in 
the ambulance to convey them to the 
hospital for immediate attention. ‘In 
the case of starving children we can 
now meet the need on’ the spot, hav- 
ing been given aor: electric hot plate. 
Through the kindness of this frlend, 
hot milk or gruel can now be given 
to such special cases, 

We welcome any ‘new move that 
1s now being made to regulate the 
prices of fucl ard of the staple food 
of these underprivileged - People, 
‘realising that in this way such dire 
need wHl be in great measure re- 
Heved, 

The increase this year of over 2,500 
applicants is partly due, we {cel, to 
the recently enforced Immigration 
Control Ordinance which has made 
many unwilHng to be repatrinted so 
that they are still our concern and 
responsibility, :

Arsenic From Cornish Mine: Man’s 


Evidence At Exhumation Inquest 


. Reference to arsenic said to have been obtained from a mine in Cornwall “at 
one time the biggest arsenic mine in the world,” was made at the resumed inquest at 
Plymouth recently on'Miss Elizabeth Byford, 47, who’ died. in 2 Plymouth hospital. 

‘Her body was exhumed last August. ; 
When she was taken ill nearly a year ago Miss Byford was 


living at the Cornish tin mining village of St: Ann’s 
where she was known as Mrs Fiske. ° ong 


At the opening of the inquest 
on Feb. 13 Dr Roche Lynch, the 
Home Office analyst, snid she 
must have had a dose or doses 
of arsenic some time before her 
last illness. 

The Plymouth coroner, Mr W, E. J. 
Major, sat with a jury of 10-men. 
He explained that he had adjourncd 
the inquest for. the evidence of a wit- 
ness whom the police thought might 
help. 

Edward Fish,-. 40, a 
Marina-gardens, , Cheshunt, 
was then called. ‘ 

Pains In Stomach 
‘The coroner read a statement in 
which Fish said that in July, 1939, 
he ond Miss Byford took a general 
store at Bridport, under the name of 
Fiske, In February,’ 1940, they 
moved to St Ann’s Chapel. : 

“She complained of pains in the 
stomach,” the statement went. on, 
“and was removed to - hospital at 
Plymouth. She died next day.” 

The statement ‘added that the Jand- 
lord nt an hotel at Callington once 
handed him a sample of white 
vowder which, the landlord said, had 
Seen taken from one of the richest 
copper and arsenfe mines in the 
world, :

In these matters, Indian was de- 
pendent upon us and upon America 
also, and could only slowly make 
good what ought- to have been mude 
good in previous years, Every effort 
was being made ir .that direction.

wards the completion of our own task 
in India—the task of joining with 
them in crowning peace and unity 
with freedom.” ~ - . 


India Act Extended _ . 

Mr Amery submitted _ resolutions, 
awhich-were-passed-unanimously—ex- 
tending for another 12 months the 
proclamations issued under the India 
Act empowering the Governor of a 
province to assume the powers vested 
in the provincial authorities if he 
was satisfied that a situation had 
arisen in which Parliamentary Gov- 
ernment could not carry on in ac- 
cordance with the Act. 

He recalled that this situation arose 
in October, 1939, owing to.the action 
of the Congress Executive in ordering 
Congress Ministries to. resign. He 
reminded the House that these re- 
solutions concerned only seven 
ef Bengal, Assam, the Sind ‘and 
Punjab, with a population of about 
100,000,000 people—one third of the 
whole. population of British India— 
continued to work uninterruptedly 
undér composite governments, includ. 
ing Moslem, and Hindu Minlsters. 

Civit Disorders 

Referring to the civil disobedience 
campalgn, Mr, Amery said that. on 
the whole the movement had pro- 
ceeded Janguidly without evoking 
much popular interest except in the 
United Provinces which in recent 
months had contributed more than.

BUCHAREST, Apr, 22 (Reu- 
tor):—Hitler’s attitude to .Gen- 
eral Antonescu, the Rumanian 
Premier, was referred. to. by 
Baron von Killinger, the German 
Ambassador, in an address to 
the German colony in Bucharest 
on Hitler's birthday. 

According to the Rumanian news 
tiqency, Baron yon Killinger said that 
Gener! Antonescu continued to be 
considered by the Fuchrer and the 
German people as the repersentatine 
of Rumanta and that the Reich would 
uphold him in his actions “for the 
good of his-country -and_ the -main-. 
tenance of friendship between Ger- 
many and Rumania.” 

There had recently been reports of 
friction between the Nazi authoritles 
and General Antonescu.

LONDON, Apr. 22 (Reuter).—"The 
British Empire Medal” has been in- 
‘stituted as a military and civil award 
by the amendment of the: statutes of 
the British Empire, promulgated in 
the “London Gazette’ to-night. 

The medal will be of silver, bear- 
ing on the obverse a -representation 
of Britannia and the motto of the 
Order, with the words “For Meri- 
‘torious Service.”* On the reverse are 
the: Royal and Imperial, cypher and 
ie words “Instituted by King George 

The new medal takes the place of 
the medal of the Order .that was 
abolished when the George Cross was 
instituted.
